LONDON, Tuesday, April 8.—Defend-

LONDON, April 9.—[By Associated 
Press.J—Adjournment of the house of 
commons was moved today to call at- 
tention to an alleged offer from Niko- 
lai Lenine, through the Americans, to 
the peace conference. Clem Edwards,

LAKE FOREST 
STRIKEGIVES 
SOLDIERS 


Ft. Sheridan Wounded 
to Run Gardens of 
Big Estates. 


Eleven convalescent soldiers at the 
Fort Sheridan hospital are having a 
nice time working on the gardens of 
the estate of Harold F. McCormick, 
which adjoins the government reserva- 
tion on the north. : 

A big truck calls for them in the 
morning gnd takes them to work. It 
delivers them at the reservation at 
noon, where they partake of a special 
diet, and then it takes them back to 
the flower beds and hedges. And in 
the evening it takes them home. 

The soldiers are not required to 
work very hard and the work is re- 
munerative. They are instructed not 
to tax their.strength. And soon they 
will have a number of their “ buddies ” 
to help them. eo 

And quite soon, it is expected, there 
will be convalescent soldiers on all 
the big estate of Lake Forest's mil- 
ionaires. 

Spoils Eight Hour Day Demand. 

It happened thus. The ten gardeners 
on the Harold McCormick estate re- 
cently demanded an eight hour day in- 
stead of a nine hour one, and $3.50 
for a day’s work instead of $3.25. They 
went to John Dunford, superintendent 
of the estate, and met with an unpleas- 
ant surprise. . 

“For some time we have been plan- 
ning to give the convalescent soldiers 
the work you are doing,” Mr. Dunford 
said. “You may leave.” 

F. W. Fischer, field director of the 
Red Cross at Fort Sheridan, and the 
Lake Forest Horticultural society— 
composed of head gardeners of the 
wealthy families in Lake Forest—are 
coUperating in the plan for using the 
soldiers. Work in the open air will 
be beneficial to them, as well as re- 
‘munerative; and it is figured they will 
do better work than some of the gar- 
deners now employed. The Horti- 
cultural society is to meet soon and de- 
cide on what is a fair wage scale. 

Swift’s Workers Strike. 

Ole Petterson, head gardener for 
Louls F. Swift, refused to grant the 
demands of his men for increased 
wages, and he also has asked for sol- 


diers. | 

‘Efght men employed on Charles H. 
Schweppe’s place have struck, and all 
the gardeners on the Telegraph road 
estate of A. Watson Armour have 
walked out, after meeting with no en- 
couragement in their request for more 
money. There has been no trouble on. 
J. Ogden Armour’s Mellody farm, the 
men there being given board and hous- 
ing, nor on Cyrus H. McCormick's 
acres. Clyde M. Carr met the demands 
of his laborers. 

R. F. Angell “ Up Against It.” 

“We won't pay the increase,” said J. 
H. Francis, A. B. Dick’s superintend- 
ent. “ We gota lot of high school boys 
last year and they did more work than 
the present employés.” 

But R. F. Angell is “ up against it.” 
The Angelis have purchased the Finley 
Barrell estate, since their daughter, 
Delora, inherited the John W. Gates 
millions, and are fixing it up. He was 
paying the men $3.50 and they asked 
for $3.75.

Can Regulate Within State. 


Judge Foell held that “the fixing of 


reasonable rates to be charged by pub- 
lic utilities is an exercise of the police 
power” and denied that the act of 
congress placing the lines under con- 
trol of the postoffice department took 
away from the public utilities commis- 
sion the power to regulate charges 
within the state. The decision has no 
effect on charges for telephone calls 
outside of the state, the Burleson 
schedule’ applying on such business. 

In the hearing Assistant Attorney 
‘General George T. Buckingham, ap- 
‘pearing for Attorney General Brun- 
dage and the utilities commission, con- 
tended that the government’s posses- 
sion and operation of the telephone 
lines are subject to the “lawful po- 
lice regulations” of the state, insofar 
as the fixing of -intrastate rates is 
concerned. It was claimed that the 
power vested in the utilities commis- 
sion to fix rates is the exercise of po- 
lice power as reserved to the state by 
the proviso in-the resolution of con- 
gress. 

The telephone companies admitted 
that the Burleson schedule of rates 
were in some instances materially 
higher than rates now in force, but 
pleaded that their systems are in the 
possession of and being operated by 
the federal government. They claimed 
that any action, therefore, sought to 
interfere with the property of the 
United States. 


Turns on Two Questions. 

Judge Foell held that the case is de- 
pendent only upon two questions, they 
being whether the congressional reso- 
lution reserved to the state the right 
to control intrastate rates when it 
_gptated that the “lawful police regula- 
tions of the several states” were not 
to be interfered with, and, if so, would 
an action against the government 
stand. | 

Holding on the first point that con- 
gress reserved to the states the right 
to exercise the police power “in its 
comprehensive rather than in its re- 
stricted sense,” the judge in respect to 
actions against the government said: 

“Courts are not precluded from en- 
joining threatened acts of agents or 
officers of the United States even 
though they have no personal interest

In such 
cases of injury the umpire must not 
call time until &ll chance for any action 
has ceased and the ball is returned to 
the pitcher on the rubber. 


Many of the most unusual plays in 
baseball are created because some play- 
er failed to observe one of the first 
rules of the game—that, to score a run, 
the bases must be touched in their 
proper order. 

In most plays it is the duty of the 
umpire to render an immediate decision 
when some violation of the code takes 
place. 

In case of failure to touch a base no

ASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.— 
Three thousand internal reve- 
nue agents working in special- 

j ly arranged zones throughout 

the United States will enforce prohibi- 

tion after July 1, according to plans 
announced today by the revenue bu- 
reau. Nearly 800 inspectors will be 
trained for the work, to be added to the 
force of 2,283 revenue agents already 
available for police regulations and the 
machinery for enforcement will be in 
working order béfore the date when 
absolute prohibition becomes effective. 

This foree of special agents will be 

distributed among the districts where 
law violation is-threatened to the larg- 
est extent, and special attention will be 
paid to cities where revenue officials 
look for most persistent efforts to make 
whisky illegally. In addition, revenue 
authorities plan to coiperate with local 
police and to leave the greater part of 
the enforcement work to these authori- 
ties in localities where the police ap- 
pear efficient. Without such a plan, 
the force of even 3,000 federal agents 
would be insufficient to police the en- 
tire country. 
- Although manufacture of liquor for 
personal use will be equally iUlegal 
with the production for sale, revenue 
agents are expected to devote most of 
thir time to the commercial traffic, and 
to leave the enforcement of the law 
against personal manufacture to local 
police.

When a gang of workmen yesterday 
began to tear down the old, ram- 
shackle, two story frame building that 
stood at the northeast corner of 
Orleans and Ontario streets, they suc- 
ceeded only in attracting the attention 
of a small group of ever curious chil- 
dren. | 

Yet a few years ago the appearance 
of the wreckers would have been the 
signa! for the gathering of a fair sized 


|mob and a few years back of that it 


might have been the occasion for a 
disturbance far more serious than the 
daily central European revolutions, for 
the old building is one of the land- 
marks of the city, one of the few that 
escaped the fire and once the center 
of an intense community interest. 

On Old Market Street. 


To establish its place in the com- 
munity life, however, it is necessary 
for the old timers to recall that Or- 
leans street was Market street before 
the days when the depredations of the 


| Market street gang caused the citizens 


to petition for a change in name. And 
for some with shorter memories it 
may be necessary to state that the old 
building was built by Henty Rueth- 
ling as a butcher shop and partly oc- 
cupied by former State Senator Mi- 
chael F. Garrity’s saloon. 

Scores of men now prominent in po- 
litical and business life grew to man- 
hood around the old building. To men- 
ition a ‘few there are Harry R. Gibbons, 
now county treasurer; his intimate 
friend, the late Sherif?’ Tom Barrett; 
John F. O'Malley, one of the big Demo- 
cratic political leaders; John J. Cor- 
bett, a big contractor; his brother, Wil- 
Ham “Smiley” Corbett; John McGil- 
len, former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic county committee, and a host of 
minor lights. 

And There Were Others. 

And also there were “ Major” Samp- 
son, whose motto was, “It ain't what 
you used to be, but what you are to- 
day,” and “Barney”. Bertsche. Then 
there were the gangsters, who shot 
Gus Colliander in one of the polling 
places of the district.
